that  time,     also  those  who  were  temporarily  away  from  home  on 

account  of  service  in  the  army,  notwithstanding  they  have  since  then 
moved  out  of  the  county  and  state, 

If  this  should  be  your  purpose,   I  would  be  pleased  to  have 
my  name  added  to  the  list, 

My  second  vote  for  president  was  cast  in  the  year  1860,  in 
Knoxville  for  Abraham, Lincoln . 

My  third  vote  for  president  was  cast  in  the  year  of  1864,  in 
Attica, for  Abraham,  Lincoln. 

Between  these  times  of  voting,   I  had  spent  sometime  in  the 
U,S,  army    service,  first  with  the  Marion  County  boys  on  a  tour 
through  Missouri,   then  later  with  the  15th,  Iowa  volunteers  Company 
G,   7?m,  T,  Cunningham  Captain.
